By Hitler Revealed 


Every case of German goods 
entering Canada during the last 
few years before the war contain. 
ed Nazi propaganda of some de- 
scription or other, according to J, 
S. Roe, Wartime Examiner of 
Publications and Director of Pub- 
licity, Customs Division, Depart- 
ment of National Revenue. Cases 
of German Novelties, for instance, 
revealed, upon inspection, camou- 
flaged layers of leaflets extoiling 
the Nazi creed and the Hitler 
Credo. Phonographic records of 
the Fuehrer's vitriolic speeches 
were often found among ship. 
ments. A virtual flood of prop- 
aganda was stemmed at Canada’s 
frontiers by Customs Inspectors.

Advocates Return 
Of The King Gov: 


The importance of your Vote, on Elec- 
tion Day, can be guided by no greater 
motive than that expressed in the follow- 
ing ‘ Editorial“ taken from the National 
Home Monthly, a non political Canadian 
magazine, of the issue of March 1940, 


ELECTION DAY, MARCH “'26"’ 


“While it has. never been the policy of 
this magazine to take sides in any political 
discussion, we feel that the seriousness of 
the present gvorld situation and the far- 
reaching effects of the elections on March 
26 call for a definite stand. 


The voting on this occasion is of partic- 
ular importance not only because it will 
decide whether or not the continuity of 
administration will remain unbroken and 
the present government at Ottawa be 
given aclear mandate from the people to 
carry on the tremendous task it hag 
initiated, but it will.in all probability de 
termine also the character and personnel 
of the government which will have to deal 
with the difficult after-the-war problems 
when an attempt will be made to establish 
a new’ world order. 


Putting a country aslarge as Canada 
on a war time footing is a coiossal under- 
taking and one not to be completed ina 
few weeks or even a few months. Progress 
to date may have seemed slow to some 
impatient critics, but in reality a very 
great deal has been accomplished and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
present administration, in spite of mis- 
takes and delays almost inevitable under 
the unusual circumstances, is measvring 
up to the immensity of its task. To dis- 
jocate the whole machinery by putting 
anew, inexperienced and untried persons 
at the controls, at this critical stage when 
our war effort is gathering increased 
momentum, would appear litle shot of 
folly. 

The contention of the opposition that a 
so-called national government is a necess- 
ity in time of war overlooks two import- 
ant facts. In the fitst place, to be truly 
national a government need not of necess- 
jty be a union government combining 
leaders of various political parties. An 
administration such as the present one 
with elected representatives from all parts 
of the Dominion, and which has summon- 
ed outstanding citizens from every prov 
ince to assist in directing our war effort, 
is as essentially nationwide in scope as 
one could well imagine, 

The demand for the dismissal of the 
present government and the establishment

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H.G. L. Strange 


One commonly hears the ex- 
pression ‘It’s too bad there has 
been so little snow over the prair- 
ies this winter. This makes a bad 
outlook for the crop next rear.” 

Ten years of work by our Re- 
search Department seems to ind- 
icate that winter snow has little 
or no effect upon the following 
crop, that the yield per acre is 
governed mainly by the rains 
which fall during the autumn 
months of August, September and 
October, and during the following 
growing season months of April, 
May, June and July. 

Snowfall, however, does make 
life on the prairies much more 
agreeable by filling up sloughs and 


water-course, and so providing 
generous amounts of water for 


stock and for human beings. Win- 
ter snowfall no doubt also avoids 
some winter and early spring soil 
blowing. The crop which will be 
sown this coming April and May 
will, however, start in under a 
definite handicap, simply because 
the rains which fell last August, 
September and October were, on 
the average, over the three prairie 
provinces, only 62% of normal. 

This handicap can be overcome 
if better than normal rains occur 
during the coming growing season, 
but it must be said that the odds
